This develop- 
ment, plus indications of a further major expansion of domes- 
tic oil output in this oil-short country through development 
of Leduc, Redwater, Lloydminster, and other oil fields, repre- 
sents something of extreme importance to our economic well- 
being. Canadian imports of petroleum and petroleum products 
totalled $188 millions in the first eight months of 1948—and 
almost all had to be paid for in U.S. dollars. Greater oil pro- 
duction therefore helps solve one of our greatest problems. 


Socialism Doctrines 
Endanger Nation 


MONTREAL. — B. C. Gardner, 
president of the Bank of Montreal, 
the bank's 
131st annual meeting that 


told shareholders at 


doc- 


trinaire socialism was attacking 


the moral and economic founda- 
tions of the nation. No Canadian, 
he stressed, can hope “that it will 


be possible to establish in this 
country some form of selective 
economic dictatorship that will 
apply to others but leave him un- 
scathed. The experience of other 
countries makes it perfectly clear 
that once regimentation is estab- 
lished, no interest or class in the 
community can escape its toils.” 


Such an attack, Mr. Gardner 
asserted, was a challenge to all 
Canadians, but it placed a particu- 
lar responsibility on business men. 
“T hold no brief,” he said, ‘for any 
concern that in this day and age 
operates without regard to the 
public interest.” Good business 
practice was the first essential, 
and, to achieve more effective pub- 
lic relations, business had to tell 
its story more completely and in 
terms more readily understood by 
the man in the street, he said. 


WEAPONS AGAINST 
INFLATION 

Chief corrective to the present 
“wide disparity between the supply 
of money and the things that 
money buys,” Mr. Gardner stated, 
was increased productivity, which 
in turn depended ultimately upon 
more rapid technical advance. 
There has been a boom in capital 
expenditure on new plant and 
equipment in Canada during the 
past two years, an encouraging de- 
velopment, but unfortunately this 
expansion had not been matched 
by an offsetting increase in sav- 
ing. The result was competing de- 
mand for capital and consumer 
goods and a strong impetus to the 
upward spiral of prices and costs. 

After expressing his approval of 
the government's policy of oper- 
ating at a substantial fiscal sur- 
plus, Mr. Gardner questioned 
whether sufficient attention was 
being paid to the control of ex- 
penditure. Governing bodies might 
well be expected “to give a lead 
in the elimination from the pub- 
lic budget of all but absolutely 
necessary outlays.” 

This point, the speaker contin- 
ued, took on added significance in 
that existing levels of taxation had 
a direct and adverse effect on the 
saving capacity of the public, par- 
ticularly that portion of the com- 
munity which might be regarded 
as a substantial cource of venture 
capital

The rapid increase of personnel 
in recent years had brought special 
problems of staff training. Schools 
for entrants were now operating in 
Montreal, Toronto, Winnipeg and 
Vancouver, and senior staff cours- 
es had been instituted at head 
office, while intermediate courses 
were in contemplation for the 
coming year. 


Mr. Ball noted that the upward 
trend of commercial loans, which 
had reached a peak in November 
1947, was now levelling off, and he 
regarded this as a “constructive 
development.” In view of rising 
prices and costs many customers 
were adopting a more cautious at- 
titude in their commitments, Turn- 
ing to other aspects of the bank’s 
loan policy, he showed thfit ad- 
vances to the grain trade, as well 
as loans to farmers and primary 
producers, had increased over the 
past year. The bank found great 
satisfaction in the fact that loans 
under the Farm Improvement 
Loans Act had risen almost 50 per 
cent.

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TIMELY HINTS 


LEGUME SEED 
CROPS 


J, E. Birdsall Supervisor of Crop 
improvement, Alberta Department 
of Agriculture, suggests that this 
is a good time of year for farmers 
to take stock of their operations 
and to give some thought to their 
cropping plans for 1949. By mak- 
ing plans now, seed supplies can 
be obtained while they are still 
plentiful. Many growers of league 
seeds will find it difficult to decide 
just what their plans should be. 


Alfalfa seed production is not a 
problem since it is of necessity con- 
fined to areas where it will set seed 
and there is little likelihood of over 
production. 


Alsike clover seed production 
has increased by leaps and bounds 
in recent years and this year the 
price has dropped sharply. This 
will tend to eliminate the producer 
of mixed and otherwise undesirable 
seed but there is likely to be a con- 
tinuing market for good quality 
clean seed at satisfactory prices. 

Alaswede clover seed prices are 
holding up fairly well and there is 
a danger of too great a change 
from alsike to altaswede. Growers 
should not forget that alsike is a 
surer seed producer and that the 
export market for altaswede is 
much more limited. 


Sweet clover, through high 
yields and unusually attractive 
prices, is giving excellent returns 


to growers this year. Before 
switching from other clovers to 
sweet clover, growers should recall 
the very low prices of many other 
years and should not forget that 
they can not readily change back. 
Once sweet clover is grown, it will 
volunteer in future years and the 
seed will appear as a very unde- 
sirable impurity in alfalfa and 
other clover seeds.

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ALBERTA’S FROZEN FOOD 
LOCKER INDUSTRY 


Returning recently from the 9th 
Annual Frozen Food Locker con- 
vention at Chicago, Illinois, L. H. 


Arnold, Supervisor of Frozen Food 
Locker Plants, Alberta Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, expressed ap- 
preciation of a worthwhile confer- 
ence and of the excellent mainten- 
ance and efficient operation of the 
industry as conducted in the 
United States. 


In spite of the keen interest and 
spirit of initiative shown at the 
conference, Mr. Arnold is of the 
opinion that the standard of the 
Alberta frozen food locker indus- 
try ranks as high as any on the 
continent. Mr. Arnold points out 
that we have learned much from 
our neighbors to the south, and 
since frozen food locker plants in 
Alberta are a comparatively new 
institution, we have been able to 
take advantage of the good work 
done by the people of the United 
States and have profited by their 
experience. 


In Alberta, there are now 114 
locker plants in operation with ap- 
proximately 40,000 individual lock- 
ers. In addition to storage, most 
of the plants offer full service to 
their patrons in the way of slaugh- 
tering, cutting, packaging and 
sharp freezing, and also the curing 
of pork products. The excellent in- 
spection and supervisory services 
provided by the Alberta Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and the whole 
hearted co-operation of plant op- 
erators have contributed much to 
the high standard of the industry 
and to protection of the interests 
of owner and patron. 


PLANNING A HEALTHY 
LAMB CROP 


The health of a new born ani- 
mal depends largely on the feed 
and care it receives before birth, 
and precautionary measures intro- 
duced after ewes are bred will 
help prevent the repetition of loss 
of new born lambs reported by 
many sheep breeders last spring. 


A. J. Charnetski, Livestock Sup- 
ervisor, Alberta Department of 
Agriculture, says that iodine plays 
a far more important role in the 
health of farm livestock than many 
farmers realize. To prevent goit- 
ered, and soft and flabby lambs, 
potassium iodide should be fed to 
ewes soon after they are bred. 
Four ounces of potassium iodide 
dissolved in a small quantity of 
water is mixed in 100 pounds of 
salt. The salt may be fed in small 
boxes hung or nailed at proper 
heights on board fences or on the 


walls of buildings. A small roof - 


over the box will protect its con- 
tents from rain and snow. If along 
with an adequate supply of iodine, 
green leafy alfalfa is fed to preg- 
nant ewes, the new born lambs will 
be much stronger and healthier 
than those from ewes lacking this 
care, 


The circular, “Care of Wool at 
Shearing Time,” also contains sev- 
eral hints on sheep management 
that will prove of value throughout 
the year. Copies of this circular 
can be obtained from District Ag- 
riculturists or from the Agricul- 
tural Extension Service, Alberta 
Department of Agriculture, Ed- 
monton,

Sixth Dom.-Prov. 
Farm Labor Talk 
Opens At Ottawa 


“The loss of labor from farms to 
urban centres must be made up if 


agricultural production is to be 
maintained,” Arthur MacNamara, 
deputy minister of labor, stated 


recently at the opening of the sixth 
dominion - provincial farm labor 
conference in Ottawa. 


Mr. MacNamara said that the 
shortage of farm labor in 1949 
would probably equal that of 1948. 
After all available domestic labor 
had been used, the shortage would 
have to be made up by immigra- 
tion. The deputy minister explain- 
ed that the first displaced persons 
brought to Canada had been single 
men—-the ones most easily placed 
in jobs. However, there were many 
married men who would make de- 
sirable immigrants but who were 
reluctant to leave their families. 


Mr. MacNamara outlined a plan 
to settle such people in Canada. He 
advocated sending a questionnaire 
to the farmers of Canada to de- 
termine their needs for immigrant 
farm labor, whether single men, 
single girls as domestics, or fam- 
ilies. An effort would be made to 
persuade farmers to accept com- 
plete family units for employment 
on their farms. 


The deputy minister paid tribute 
to the displaced persons presently 
in Canada. A very high proportion 
of these were fulfilling their con- 
tracts and had caused the very 
minimum of trouble to dominion 
and provincial governments. 

The conference was addressed 
briefly by Commissioner C. A. L. 
Murchison of the Unemployment 
Insurance Commission. Mr. Mur 
chison urged the delegates to make 
it their business to investigate and 
spike the malicious rumors about 
displaced persons which were still 
being circulated. 

W. W. Dawson, Supervisor, Im- 
migration and Farm Placement 
Division of the Department of La- 
bor, is acting as chairman of the 
conference.

ABERDEEN 


Aberdeen, at the mouth of the 
River Dee in Scotland, is often 
referred to as the Granite City, 
for most of its buildings are of 
granite which looks like old parch- 
ment in the sun and like silver in 
the moonlight. The city, indeed, 
owns the most splendid granite 
building in the world. This is the 
Marischal College, the extension 
of which was opened in 1906 by 
King Edward VII to celebrate the 
quatercentenary of Aberdeen’'s 
University. The material used in 
this extension was white granite 
and its architecture is in the 
Perpendicular style. The Mitchell 
Tower is one of its beauties. It is 
260 feet high. 


The long graduation hall of the 
college has an heraldic window 
which illustrates its history. This 
history began in 1593 when George 
Keith, fifth Earl Marischal of 
Aberdeen founded it in the old 
Greyfriars monastery. When this 
extension was made the house in 
Broad Street where the poet Lord 
Byron lived as a boy had to be 
demolished. 


In 1860 the Martschal College 
was united with King’s College, 
which, founded in 1494 by Bishop 
Elphinstone, that great Scottish 
statesman, has much to show the 
visitor with its original chapel and 
a fine tower with an open crown 
and lantern. Although Aberdeen 
today is a city of modern streets, 
well planned and laid out ,the 


spirit of ancient Scotland every- 
where predominates. There is the 
Cathedral of St. Machar which, 
begun in 13878, remained unfinished 
until 1552. One of its chief fea-

There’s More In 
African Scheme 
Than Peanuts 


Natives are leaving their mud- 
walled huts and walking as far as 
150 miles to join the British spon- 
sored organization which is trans- 
forming the economy, and land- 
scape, of East Africa, With only a 
few months’ training, these primi- 
tive tribesmen are driving bull- 
dozers and running survey lines as 
Britain seeks to convert 5,000 
square miles of Tanganyika thorn- 
land to a gigantic peanut farm. 


To achieve this goal will take six 
years and cost the British taxpayer 
more than $100 million, But the 
estimated eventual yield of 750,000 
tons of peanuts annually is expect- 
ed to increase the meagre fats ra- 
tion by 35 per cent, lessen the 
scarcity of soap, and provide more 
oil cake for finishing British 
cattle. 

Producing the most oil per acre 
of all annua! oil seeds, the peanut 
is processed into margarine, cook- 
ing and salad oil, soap, fuel and 
fabric. The eminent United States 
Negro scientist, George Washing- 
ton Carver, discovered hundreds of 
additional uses for the peanut, 
making from it products as varied 
as cheese and coffee, dyes and in- 
sulating board. 

Apart from the benefits to its 
British sponsors, this Tanganyika 
development is expected to raise 
immeasurably the living standard 
of East Africans. Recently intro- 
duced contouring and windbreaks 
have begun to conserve the soil 
which blew and washed away as a 
result of the native method of till- 
age. Last fall, vaccination success- 
fully replaced the witch doctor, 
hopeless before a smallpox epi- 
demic which killed four out of five 
contracting the disease. Clearing 
the bush has begun to reduce the 
tsetse fly, carrier of sleeping sick- 
ness to humans and a similarly 
fatal disease to cattle. East Afri- 
cans are also expected to benefit, 
educationally as this vast venture 
creates openings for carpenters, 
plumbers, masons ang electricians. 
Eventually the British government 
plans to turn over the entire de- 
velopment to the Africans. 

In undertaking this plan, the 
British government was influenced 
by the resolutions which it, along 
with Canada and 42 other nations, 
signed at Hot Springs, Va., in 1943. 
The signing nations agreed that 
they had obligations to their peo- 
ple and to one another “to col- 
laborate in raising levels of nutri- 
tion and standards of living of 
their peoples.” This Hot Springs 
conference was the fore-runner of 
FAO, the Food and Agriculture 
Organization of the United Na- 
tions, to which the Canadian gov- 
ernment and farmers’ organiza- 
tions have given consistent sup- 
port.

THE PROBLEM OF AGE 


As science masters diseases, the 
average life span of Canadians 
lengthens and the problem of what 
to do with the increasing number 
of aged becomes greater. Contrary 
to popular belief, older workers are 
usually as efficient as younger 
people; they are not more prone 
to accidents and their skill and 
experience are valuable assets to 
modern industry . 


RIPE OR GREEN

Every 
means should be employed to de- 
stroy this menace.

House Plants In 
Need of Rest 
During Winter 


According to horticultural offi- 
cials of the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture, winter should be a 
season of rest for house plants. It 
should be a period of relaxation 
and an opportunity to store up 
energy for later activity. 

The resting period is naturally 
induced by the shortened days and 
lowered temperatures. With many 
plants this slowing process may be 
imperceptible, with others it is 
distinct and unmistakable. Bulbous 
plants are an instance of complete 
rest. Many house plants will cease 
to bloom and others will do so 
feebiy. Most of those which will 
flower at this season have been 
conditioned or prepared for bloom- 
ing during the preceding months 
of summer or autumn. 

Recognition of the above facts 
indicates the winter treatment. All 
practices which tend to stimulate 
growth should be held in check 
Less water is needed, potting and 
root disturbance of any _ kind 
should be suspended. Fairly low 
temperatures are desirable, but 
may be difficult to obtain 

The temperature of the house 
must of necessity be maintained at 
& point favoring the comfort of 
the human rather than the plant 
inmates. It is a conservative state- 
ment that places a winter dwelling 
house temperature at 70 degrees. 
This is much too high for a great 
many plants. It is a good growing 
temperature for warmth - loving 
plants under conditions of spring 
daylight and ample humidity. But 
the combined effects of high tem- 
perature, comparative darkness 
and a dry atmosphere are not fav- 
orable to general plant health. 

Perhaps the reasonable attitude 
to take in this respect is to main- 
tain a day temperature around 70 
degrees with a drop to about 60 
degrees after retiring. To promote 
humidity, the usual evaporating 
pans on radiators and metal trays 
of gravel on window shelves to 
hold the plants will be helpful. 


London’s New 
Policy Municipal 
Housing Estates 


A new housing project, which is 
the first of its kind ever under- 
taken by a municipal authority, 
was inaugurated in Britain re- 
cently when the Leader of the Lon- 
don County Council cut the turf on 
a site, near London, set aside for 


houses to be rented to members of 
professional and managerial 
classes. 


This is the first time that the 
housing estate has .been planned 
as a balanced community of both 
working and middle-class house- 
holders. 


These houses will be rather more 
spacious than those ordinarily 
built by the London County Coun- 
cil. They will comprise six or seven 
rooms with a kitchen, bathroom 
and garage. Doctors, dentists and 
managers of local industries will 
be given first choice of tenancies. 
Mr. Hayward said that ultimately 
five per cent of the houses built on 
the London County Council's eight 
development schemes will be of 
this type. 


WIRES ‘UNSIGHTLY’ 

The Moose Jaw parks board re- 
cently turned down a request for 
permission to service a cabin in 
one of its parks with electricity 
unless underground wires were 
used. The reason given was that 
overhead wires were unsightly.

The Case for Gas Export 


By 
WILLIAM E. SIMPSON, K.C. 
on behalf of 
Northwest Natural Gas Company 


In proceedings before the Com- 
mission appointed by the Provin- 
cial Government to investigate the 
Natural Gas Reserves of the Prov- 
ince, ete. 

Mr. Chairman and Commissioners: 


I am representing the Northwest 
Natural Gas Company. 

This Company has made a study 
of the natural gas resources of the 
Province of Alberta and is satis- 
fied that Alberta has enough nat- 
ural gas to meet its requirements, 
present and future, and in addition 
has a large surplus which needs a 
market. My client will, if author- 
ized, build a pipe line system and 
buy some of such surplus gas and 
transport it to new markets. 


I have associated with me at the 
present time Mr. Arthur G. Logan, 
a Director of the Company; Mr. 
James Walker, O.B.E., of Edmon- 
ton, Canadian Manager of the 
Company, and as technical advis- 
ors, Dr. Albert D. Brokaw, Mr. A. 
F. Dixon, Dr. T. A. Link and Mr. 
Fulton W. Copp. If during the 
hearing it should appear that evi- 
dence useful to this Commission 
might be obtained through further 
experts, my client will not hesi- 
tate to secure their services if at 
all possible, and if the Commission 
should indicate its desire to have 
such further experts called, we will 
be only too willing to bring them 
here. 


This proposed pipe line will 
transport natural gas, after all the 
liquid products have been ex- 
tracted, from Alberta to Vancou- 
ver, and will serve Spokane, Seattle 
and other areas in the Pacific 
Northwest. 


Despite the study which the 
Company has made and the con- 
clusion arrived at, we are all very 
pleased that the Government of 
Alberta has seen fit to set up this 
Commission and charge it with the 
responsibility of determining the 
several points set out in the “Terms 
of Reference,” as you have the 
widest powers with regard to the 
colling of witnesses and obtaining 
of relevant information. 

As you will fully appreciate, Mr. 


>) a at a a a 


Chairman and Commissioners, you 
have been charged with a serious 
responsibility, as the matters you 
must determine have not only a 
Provincial and Dominion, but also 
an international significance. In 
view of the fact that we feel your 
findings will show that there is a 
surplus of gas in Alberta over and 
above all the Province’s require- 
ments, it is therefore in order to 
point out that a few of the im- 
portant results of the building of 
this pipe line will be: 

Firstly: Several major gas fields 
have been developed in Alberta be- 
cause local markets were avail- 
able, or because the operator an- 
ticipated a market would be avail- 
able. It is a fact that a consider- 
able number of gas discovery wells 
throughout the Province have been 
abandoned or capped and no at- 
tempt made to determine the ex- 
tent of the reserves because there 
was no market for the gas. Open- 
ing of new markets through a pipe 
line project such as proposed by 
my client would result in rapid ex- 
pansion of Alberta’s gas reserves 
and encouragement of accelerated 
exploration for both gas and oil. 


Secondly: If the pipe line pro- 
ject proposed by my client is per- 
mitted to be built, an extensive 
system of gas gathering lines will 
be constructed in Alberta. Some of 
these lines will in all probability 
pass through areas of the Province 
not now served with natural gas, 
thus making natural gas available 
for sale to local distributing com- 
panies so that Albertans living in 
towns or villages in these areas 
will have the opportunity to be 
served with natural gas. My client 
will not, of course, engage in re- 
tailing natural gas in Alberta. 

Thirdly: The connecting of this 
province more closely with our 
neighboring province, British Col- 
umbia. It will be remembered that 
the most important reason for 
building the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way was to create a closer tie be- 
tween British Columbia and the 
rest of Canada. This pipe line 
would, not to the same extent, of 
course, but to an appreciable de- 
gree, have the same effect. 


Fourthly: It will have the effect 
of creating a closer tie with the 
United States, whose economy and

national security is every day be- 
coming more closely allied with our 
own and who has supplied us in the 
past and still supplies us with ma- 
terials which were and are sorely 
needed in Canada, and which in 
some cases have been in_ short 
supply in the United States. 


Fifthly: Although I am reluct- 
ant to refer to the possibility of 
another war, it would be well to 
consider the valuable use this gas 
could be put to in Vancouver and 
the Northwestern States in view 
of their tremendous contribution 
to the last war effort. 


Sixthly: The carrying out of this 
pipe line project would also have 
the effect of assisting Canada as a 
whole in its balance of trade and 
shortage of American dollars posi- 
tion, 


Seventhly: It will have the ef- 
fect of giving to the Province of 
Alberta increased revenue through 
royalties and otherwise, and all the 
direct and indirect benefits that 
come to the Province through the 
exploration and development of oil 
and natural gas fields and the 
building of a pipe line to the 
Pacific Coast. 


Canada has for many years been 
dependent to a large extent on the 
United States for its oil and gaso- 
line supply and we were supplied 
with them by the United States 
during and since the last war while 
they had an acute shortage of their 
own, and although we _ hope 
through exploration and develop- 
ment of our own natural resources 
that this situation will not con- 
tinue too long, it would neverthe- 
less be a reciprocal gesture to sell 
our surplus natural gas to the 
United States when they need it. 


It can quite properly be said 
that my client is appearing before 
you as a customer for something 
which the Province of Alberta has 
for sale, after taking care of all 
the requirements of the Province. 
If sufficient gas is found in the 
United States to supply the North- 
west Pacific States (and this is 
certainly within the realm of pos- 
sibility) Alberta would forever lose 
this market and it might happen 
that in the course of the next two 
or three years, with the intensive 
exploration that is now going on 
in Alberta, the Province would 
find itself in the position of hav- 
ing almost unlimited supplies of 
natural gas over and above its own 
needs and no place to sell it, so I 
think it will be generally agreed 
that the Province should give very 
careful consideration to the oppor- 
tunity which now presents itself 
to sell a product which we have 
available to people who need it. 
This in itself will create another 
vast new industry for Alberta. 


At the present time a very large 
demand for natural gas exists in 
the areas which my client proposes 
to serve on the Pacific Coast. It 
should be remembered, however, 
that natural gas reserves are be- 
ing developed within the United 
States and it is quite conceivable 
that the market we propose to 
serve will be served from Amer- 
ican fields if too much time is 
taken to turn my client’s propos- 
als into a completed project. This 
is one of the reasons why my client 
is very pleased that the Govern- 
ment has seen fit to set up this 
Com missoin in order to find the 
facts as to the natural gas re- 
serves of the Province and the uses 
to which they may be put. 


IT am sure you will agree with me 
that my client is not appearing 
before you as a plaintiff or as a de- 
fendant, but of course, it is cer- 
tainly an interested party—very 
interested—as this venture will re- 
quire the expenditure of about 
$100,000,000.00. Of this, approxi- 
mately forty per cent would be in- 
vested in Alberta and would be 
owned by a Company formed in 
Canada, 


May f repeat that we are only 
too willing to co-operate with you 
in every possible way in carrying 
out the task which you have un- 
dertaken.
